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FOREWORD 


HIS notable small collection of French eighteenth century fur- 

niture and objects of art, Chinese porcelains, silver and paintings, 
was assembled by Mr and Mrs Hugo Moser between the yeats 1920 
and 1929. Mr Moser enjoyed a position of unusual importance in the 
European art field at that time as the accredited personal agent for the 
former Emperor Wilhelm II of Germany; and through his hands passed 
a number of the great paintings by Watteau, Lancret, Van Loo and 
others, some of which have found a final home in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the National Gallery in Washington, and the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art. It is to this circumstance that he owed his ability 
to acquire certain representative objects of art from the Imperial palaces, 
the sources of which are set forth in the catalogue. 

Mr and Mrs Moser were residents of Holland from 1933 until 1940 
and have since established a permanent home in America. Full permis- 
sion from the United States authorities was received to bring to this 
country the treasures from their Dutch home which successfully sur- 


vived the perils of the occupation.
